Tho Houston Telegraph, in noticing the mob-
bing of Mr. Ruby, a teacher of & colored school
at Juckson, Loulslana, says:—

“The attack, beatiig, kicking, and drageioe
of Mr. Ruby secms to be entively without
excuse. He had but newly arrived, and hia
only offense was that ol ipstructing his fellow
ypeople of color. Yet s treatment wus most
cruel. A great many of these outrages have
oceurred in Lowslana. We are glud to kuow
that tbhe peoplo of Texas have been much kinder
to the colored echool-teachers, und while we
could wish that there was less prejudice toward
them, still we copngratulate ourselves taat
Texans have not disgraced themselves as have
the people of Louisiana,

“‘We are beginning to recognize the fact thnt
our comiort and perhaps our safety demand
that the negro be educated and raised above his
present ablect condition, We believe that no

nal violenee has been offered to any

er nnder the Bureau, either white or blask.
